Tour  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  communal 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth 
for  the  year  1958. 

Comprehensive  statistical  information  relating  to  various  aspects 
of  public  health  are  presented  in  the  body  of  the  report.  There  are, 
however,  certain  features  relating  to  Autal  statistics  to  which  I  would 
draw  3/our  attention. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  under  review  (17.96  per  1,000  of  the 
population)  is  slightly  less  than  that  for  1957,  but  is  still  in  excess  of  the 
national  average  figure  (16.4). 

The  Death  Rate  (12.11)  revealed  a  slight  increase  over  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year  and  still  remains  rather  higher  than  the  national 
average  figure  (11.7).  The  Death  Rate  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one 
year  was  32.41  per  thousand  live  births,  the  corresponding  rate  for  1957 
having  been  27.42.  It  is  disappointing  to  record  an  increase  in  this  rate, 
especially  in  the  light  of  the  emphasis  which  is  now  being  placed  on 
assiduous  ante-natal  care  and  the  considerable  efforts  which  are  being 
made  to  effect  a  reduction.  It  is,  however,  not  a  cause  for  undue  concern, 
for  statistics  relating  to  a  population  figure  of  the  order  of  that  of  Tyne¬ 
mouth  are  not  immune  from  fallacy. 

The  number  of  deaths,  resulting  from  cancer  was  the  same  as  for 
the  preceding  year.  It  is  significant,  however,  that  there  was  a  relative 
increase  (20%)  in  the  number  of  deaths  of  males  as  a  result  of  lung  cancer- 

There  having  been  appreciable  outbreaks  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough  during  1957,  it  was  anticipated  that  notifications  of  cases  of  infect- 


ious  disease  would  be  insignificant  in  1958.  This  proved  to  be  so.  No 
deaths  were  assignable  to  any  of  the  common  infectious  diseases. 

Since  1950,  when  Dr.  A.  G.  Scott  resigned  his  appointment  as 
a  full-time  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  duties  for  which  he 
was  responsible  were  discharged  by  two  part-time  medical  officers.  As 
this  arrangement  was  in  many  respects  unsatisfactory,  it  was  decided  to 
revert  to  a  full-time  appointment.  As  a  result  of  this  decision.  Dr.  G. 
MacA.  Dowson  joined  the  medical  staff  of  the  department  on  the  1st 
April,  1958. 

Once  more,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
which  I  have  received  from  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  As  always,  they  have  worked  diligently  and  have  demon¬ 
strated  a  sincere  concern  for  the  effective  administration  of  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

I  am  no  less  appreciative  of  the  continued  co-operation  of  the 
Chief  Officers  of  other  departments  of  the  Corporation. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express,  once  more,  my  grateful  thanks 
to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  valuable 
support  and  the  interest  which  they  have  taken  in  the  activities  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.

ELDERLY  AND  INFIRM  PERSONS 

Two  orders  were  sought  under  section  47  of  the  main  Act  and  both 
were  granted  by  the  justices  for  admission  to  an  institution  of  the  persons 
concerned. 

Both  orders  related  to  elderly  ladies  living  alone  in  filthy  conditions. 
They  were  Mrs.  A.M.C.  and  Mrs.  T.T.  Unfortunately  Mrs.  T.T.  died 
shortly  after  admission,  but  Mrs.  A.M.C.  was  still  resident  in  the  institu¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


DOMICILIARY  HEALTH  SERVICES 

As  a  consequence  of  the  receipt  of  a  circular  relating  to  the  Local 
Authority  Services  for  the  Chronic  Sick  and  Infirm  (Circular  14/57) 
issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  the 
South  East  Northumberland  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the 
Local  Authority  was  held  to  discuss  appropriate  means  by  which  the 
suggestions  contained  therein  could  be  implemented. 

In  order  to  ensure  a  desirable  level  of  co-operation  among  the 
authorities  concerned  with  the  problems  presented,  a  Liaison  Committee, 
on  which  the  representatives  of  the  Local  Authority  are  the  Welfare 
Officer,  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  was  established.  The  existence  of  such  a  committee  facilitates 
the  most  advantageous  use  of  the  resources  which  are  available.  It 
also  simplifies  the  admission  of  elderly  sick  persons  to  hospital,  in  cases 
where  the  knowledge  of  the  local  authority  nursing  or  welfare  staff 
regarding  the  social  conditions  indicates  that  it  is  desirable  that  this 
hould  be  done. 
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Residents  in  Welfare  Homes  who  suffer  from  transient  illnesses 
receive  medical  attention  from  a  general  medical  practitioner  of  their 
own  choice.  The  local  health  authority  provides  the  services  of  a  district 
nurse  if  the  doctor  indicates  that  this  is  necessary. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  also  readily  available  to  elderly 
sick  and  infirm  persons  who  are  receiving  medical  attention  in  their  own 
homes.  To  these  also,  in  appropriate  cases,  the  use  of  the  comparatively 
limited  Home  Help  Scheme  of  the  Local  Authority  is  available. 

As  a  supplement  to  the  Home  Help  Scheme,  the  Welfare  Depart¬ 
ment  administers  a  Domestic  Help  Scheme,  including  the  recruitment 
of  helpers,  assessment  of  need  of  the  aged-infirm  and  payment  for  the 
services  of  helpers  in  collaboration  with  the  local  office  of  the  National 
Assistance  Board. 

The  Welfare  Department  also  administers  on  behalf  of  a  voluntary 
organisation  a  comprehensive  chiropody  service  for  aged  and  physically 
handicapped  persons. 

An  increasing  proportion  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  time  is  being 
devoted  to  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  elderly  persons  in  an  advisory 
capacity. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  which  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle 
General  Hospital,  Westgate  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  4. 


STAFF  MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS,  ETC. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Staff  to  the  examination  of  staff  personel,  for  various  reasons.  47 
persons  were  examined  for  superannuation  purposes,  20  because  they 
had  attained  the  age  of  65,  and  14  students  about  to  enter  the  teaching 
profession.  In  addition  77  investigations  were  made  with  general 
practitioners  in  connection  with  staff  sickness  problems.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN  (Sec.  22). 
CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Three  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic  at  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  one  weekly  session  at  each  of  the  three  sub¬ 
sidiary  clinics,  sited  at  widely  separate  points  of  the  Borough  at  Meadowell 
School,  Ridges  Estate  ;  St.  Aidan's  Church  Hall,  New  York,  and  at 
John  Street  School,  Cullercoats. 

852  children  under  one  year  of  age  attended  these  clinics  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year,  and  altogether  a  total  of  1,660  children  under 
five  years  of  age  made  9,620  attendances. 

Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Association. 

Cases  investigated  76.  Cases  placed  in  homes  9.  897  visits 

were  paid  and  received. 

The  work  of  the  Tynemouth  Moral  Welfare  Association,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  small  financial  subsidy  granted  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  in  placing  unmarried  expectant  mothers  in  appropriate  homes 
for  their  confinements,  is  highly  commendable,  and  this  voluntary  service 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Health  Committee.

Out  of  these  86  cases  of  prematurity,  7  died  within  24  hours, 
12  survived  24  hours  but  died  v  ithin  28  days,  and  67  were  still  surviving 
after  28  days.  16  premature  stillbirths  occurred  in  hospital  and  1  at 

home. 

HEALTH  OF  CHILDREN 

As  in  previous  years,  a  Committee  consisting  of  representatives  of 
th.e  Welfare  and  Children  s  Departments,  the  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer  with  the  appropriate  Health  Visitor,  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  together  with  members  of  Women’s  Voluntary  Organisations, 
met  in  alternate  months  in  order  to  review  the  circumstances  of  families 
disrupted  b}^  illness  or  social  difficulties.  In  addition  to  these  regular 
meetings,  close  liaison  was  maintained  by  the  relevant  departments  of 
the  Council. 

NURSERY  SCHOOLS, 

There  are  two  Nursery  Schools  administered  by  voluntary 
organisations  in  the  Borough.  Both  schools  have  places  for  80  children. 

REPORT  BY  R.  W.  ESSENHIGH,  PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL 
OFFICER,  ON  THE  DENTAL  TREATMENT  PROVIDED  FOR 
EXPECTANT  AND  NURSING  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 
DURING  1958. 

During  1958  the  special  session  for  the  dental  inspection  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  continued  to  be  held  each 
alternate  Monday  afternoon  at  the^  Public  Health  Department. 

A  total  of  12  mothers  were  examined  and  where  treatment  was 
required  this  was  undertaken  at  the  School  Dental  Clinic. 

68  pre-school  children  were  examined  and  where  treatment  was 
required  this  was  also  undertaken  by  the  School  Dental  Department. 
A  total  of  130  attendances  was  made  during  the  year. 

The  distribution  of  tablets  containing  calcium,  where  a  deficiency 
was  found,  continued  throughout  the  year.  A  marked  improvement 
in  the  dentition  and  in  the  general  health  of  these  patients  was  noted. 
Thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  of  the 

Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued  co-operation  and  assistance 
during  the  year  in  this  work. 
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ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  held  twice  each  week  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 
A  total  of  168  cases  made  1,861  attendances. 

WELFARE  FOODS. 


Proprietary  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  foods  are  sold  during 
the  various  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  sessions.  During  the  year,  a 
total  of  6,912  lbs.  of  dried  milk  was  distributed,  as  against  5,400  lbs. 
during  the  previous  year. 

The  total  amount  expended  by  the  Local  Authority  on  the  purchase 
of  proprietar}^  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  foods  during  the  year  was 
£1,252.  Os.  Od.,  all  of  which  was  recovered  by  way  of  sales  to  mothers 
attending  the  various  child  welfare  centres. 

The  central  distribution  centre  is  open  to  the  public  for  the  issue  of 
National  Welfare  Foods  during  the  afternoons  of  Monday  to  Friday, 
and  on  Saturday  mornings.

MIDWIFERY  (Sec.  23). 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

Eight  ante-natal  sessions,  with  a  Medical  Officer  in  attendance,  are 
held  monthly.  A  total  of  1,150  attendances  were  recorded  during  1958. 

Midwives  conducted  four  "booking”  sessions  each  month,  and  in 
1958  there  were  525  attendances  thereat. 

One  post-natal  clinic  is  held  each  month,  and,  during  the  year, 
27  women  made  single  attendances.

MATERNITY  OUTFITS. 

422  Sterilised  Maternity  Packs  were  issued  free  of  charge  to 
expectant  mothers. 

ANALGESIA. 

Training  courses  in  the  administration  of  Gas  and  Air  analgesia  are 
available  at  the  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology  Department  of  Newcastle 
General  Hospital.  Municipal  Midwives  are  qualified  to  admin¬ 
ister  analgesia  and  institutional  midwives  employed  in  hospitals 
vithin  the  area  of  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  are  also  qualified. 

During  the  year  Municipal  Mid  wives  administered  Trilene  to  298 
cases  and  Pethidine  to  258  cases. 

MATERNITY  CASES  ATTENDED. 

The  work  of  the  domiciliary  mid  wives  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  attended — 393  in  1958  as  against  388  in  1957. 

Cases  attended  by  midwives  acting  as  such  totalled  1 10  and  283 
by  midwives  acting  as  maternity  nurses. 

Midwives  employed  in  institutions  within  the  Borough  area,  dealt 
with  1,290  cases,  wTich  figure  includes  603  non-residents. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

A  total  of  1,713  births  including  non-residents  was  notified  during 
the  year  (1,648  live  and  65  stillbirths). 

Five  births  were  not  notified,  but  immediately  on  the  requirements 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
persons  concerned,  these  were  officially  intimated. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred. 

HEALTH  VISITING  (Sec.  24). 

During  the  year  Health  Visitors  visited  5,889  children  under  5, 
paying  5,826  visits  to  children  under  1 ;  3,408  to  children  betw^een  1  and  2, 
and  7,874  visits  to  children  between  2  and  5. 

Expectant  mothers  received  79  visits  and  1,255  visits  were  paid  to 
miscellaneous  other  cases,  such  as  aged  persons,  and  cases  of  infectious 
diseases. 

In  addition  5,395  ineffective  visits  were  made. 
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HOME  NURSING  (Section  25). 

The  service  is  staffed  by  eight  whole-time  district  nurses  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer.  Six  of  these  nurses 
are  State  Registered,  whilst  the  remaining  two  possess  State  Enrolled 
Assistant  Nurse  status. 

All  requests  for  the  services  of  a  district  nurse  must  be  supported  by 
a  certificate  from  the  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  on  the  patient. 

During  the  year,  the  district  nurses  paid  22,265  visits  to  913  patients. 
Table  I  sets  out  the  categories  into  which  these  913  patients  fell,  together 
with  the  number  of  visits  paid  in  respect  of  each  group.  Table  II  provides 
a  detailed  analysis  of  the  t3rpe  of  nursing  care  required. 

Included  in  the  visits  mentioned  above  are  680  paid  by  16  patients 
to  a  special  treatment  clinic,  for  injections  only.  This  clinic  was  estab¬ 
lished  on  10.2.58  for  the  benefit  of  ambulant  patients  who  are  working, 
and  is  held  every  Monday  morning  at  the  Public  Health  Department.

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Poliomyelitis 


The  high  tempo  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  of  the  eligible  age 
groups  continued  throughout  the  year.  Clinic  sessions  were  held  at  the 
central  Child  Welfare  Centre,  as  and  when  required.  The  times  chosen 
were  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  commencing  at  2.0  p.m. 

Usually,  appointments  were  made  at  the  rate  of  50  per  quarter 
hour,  and  the  clinic  was  normally  staffed  by  two  Medical  Officers  and 
three  Health  Visitors,  with  clerical  assistance. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  routine  session  was  introduced  on 
Wednesday  afternoons,  immediately  following  the  weekly  diphtheria 
immunisation  session,  to  deal  principally  with  hospital  staffs,  expectant 
mothers,  young  persons,  etc.,  who  could  not  conveniently  attend  on  a 
Tuesday  or  Friday. 

Fifty-five  clinic  sessions  were  held  during  the  year,  at  which  a  total 
of  15,194  injections  were  given. 

The  clinics  were  staffed  by  Public  Health  Department  Medical 
Officers,  and  only  on  three  occasions  was  outside  medical  assistance 
required  during  holiday  periods. 

The  average  length  of  a  clinic  session  was  14  hours,  and  the  average 
number  of  injections  given  per  session  totalled  276. 

Including  injections  given  by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries, 
during  the  12  months  under  review,  the  following  groups  received  the

In  addition  to  the  above  persons  who  completed  their  second  injec¬ 
tion,  3,019  persons  received  the  third  injection  during  the  year,  making 
a  comprehensive  total  of  9,921  injections  given  in  1958. 

Included  in  this  figure  of  9,921  are  1,074  injections  given  by  general 
practitioners  at  their  surgeries,  this  being  the  equivalent  of  10%  of  all 
injections  given. 

Whooping  Cough

AMBULANCE  SERVICE  (Sec.  27). 

The  Ambulance  Service,  consisting  of  5  ambulances  and  3  dual 
purpose  light  ambulances,  is  operated  b}^  and  concurrently  with,  the 
Fire  Service,  an  additional  establishment  of  18  firemen  having  been 
authorised  for  the  provision  of  drivers  and  attendants. 

During  the  year  the  Ambulances  carried  12,908  patients  a  distance 
of  51,630  miles.  The  light  ambulances  carried  7,593  patients  over  a 
total  of  46,295  miles. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE  (See.  28). 

TUBERCULOSIS. 


Chest  Clinic. 


The  clinic  which  serves  the  population  of  this  Borough  is  located  in 
the  same  building  as  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  medical  staff 
consists  of  2  Chest  Physicians. 

Regular  sessions  for  the  examination  of  cases  referred  by  general 
practitioners,  or  as  a  result  of  mass  miniature  radiography,  the  review  of 
old  cases,  the  examination  of  contacts,  etc.,  are  held  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon  of  3  days  per  week.  Special  arrangements  are  made  for  B.C.G. 
vaccination. 

The  clinic  not  only  serves  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth,  but 
also  the  Borough  of  Whitley  Bay  and  Seaton  Valley  U.D. 

A  Health  Visitor  of  the  Tynemouth  staff  is  present  at  those  clinic 
sessions  during  which  the  majority  of  the  Tynemouth  cases  are  examined. 


Contacts. 

During  the  year  under  review  21  new  contacts  were  examined  and 
X-rayed,  and  a  further  134  individuals  in  this  category  were  X-rayed 
only.  Old  contacts  who  were  X-rayed  and  examined  numbered  14.  A 
further  291  of  this  class  were  X-rayed  only.  In  addition  to  these  examina¬ 
tions,  142  contacts  were  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit. 

Of  the  contacts  examined,  5  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis. 

As  in  previous  years  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  contacts  attending  the 
chest  clinic  was  restricted  to  child  contacts  who  were  tuberculin  negative 
reactors,  and  to  members  of  nursing  staffs  of  local  hospitals.  The  figures 
were — Children  of  school  age,  51  :  Children  of  pre-school  age,  71  ; 
Nurses  35. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination — School  Children. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  in  keeping  with  the  practice  in  other 
local  authority  areas,  a  scheme  was  launched  by  the  local  health  authority 
to  offer  protection  against  tuberculosis  to  all  school  children  in  the 
thirteen  year  old  age  group.  The  natural  resistance  to  tuberculosis 
falls  at  puberty  and  remains  comparatively  low  throughout  adolescence  ; 
B.C.G.  vaccination  of  children  in  their  fourteenth  year  thus  ensures 
protection  at  the  time  when  it  is  most  needed. 
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Altogether  the  parents  of  some  800  children  were  given  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  avail  themselves  of  this  service  and  the  parents  of  about  550 
accepted. 

The  first  skin  tests  were  carried  out  on  the  3rd  November,  1958, 
and  70  children  were  tested  before  the  Christmas  holidays  commenced 
on  the  18th  December,  1958. 

The  numbers  involved  in  these  tests  in  1958  are  small  of  course, 
nevertheless  the  results  are  interesting  as  they  closely  correspond  to  the 
results  obtained  with  much  larger  numbers  in  neighbouring  areas  of  the 
Tyne  valley.  They  show,  surprisingly,  that  some  81%  of  children  in 
their  fourteenth  year  have  no  adequate  natural  immunity  against  tuber¬ 
culosis.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  children  of  to-day 
unlike  those  of  a  generation  ago,  are  less  exposed  to  open  infection  ; 
and,  in  an  industrial  area,  this  is  a  satisfactory  reflection  upon  the  better 
control  of  this  disease  and  the  higher  standard  of  living.

Domiciliary  Visiting. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  paid  807  visits  to  the  homes  of 
individuals  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Rehousing. 

The  tenancies  of  five  per  cent,  of  the  houses  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  are  allocated  to  families,  some  member  of  which  suffers  from 
active  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  number  of  families  rehoused  in 
1958  under  this  scheme  was  13. 

This  figure  does  not  give  a  true  indication  of  what  has  been  achieved 
in  this  direction  for  7  other  tuberculous  families  were  rehoused  under  the 
"‘points''  scheme  of  the  Corporation  on  the  grounds  of  overcrowding. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment. 

No  applications  were  received  during  the  year. 

After-care. 

The  voluntary  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  Tuberculosis  After¬ 
care  Committee  continued  to  carry  out  very  good  work  during  the  year. 

Extra  nourishment  was  granted  to  many  necessitous  cases  in  the 
form  of  milk,  eggs,  provisions,  etc. 
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Advice  and  assistance  was  also  given  in  many  cases  of  domestic, 
social  and  rehabilitation  problems. 

New  types  of  occupational  therapy  have  been  introduced  which 
have  proved  self-supporting  after  the  initial  expense,  and  on  one  case, 
driving  tuition  is  being  provided  for  one  ex-patient  with  excellent  pros¬ 
pects  of  permanent  employment  at  its  conclusion. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  (Sec.  29). 

During  the  year,  domestic  assistance  was  provided  in  95  cases. 

Of  these  95  cases,  32  related  to  maternity  cases,  51  to  the  chronic 
sick  including  the  aged  and  infirm,  and  12  to  other  cases  of  illness. 

An  average  of  8  part-time  home  helps  were  employed  during  the 
year.

G.  McCoull,  O.B.E.,  V.R.D.,  M.D.,  Medical  Superintendent  of 
Pnidhoe  and  Monkton  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital  conducts  a  Mental 
Deficiency  Diagnostic  Clinic  at  the  Tynemouth  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.  During  the  year  12  clinics  were  held  and  the  following  cases  dealt 
with  : —

Patients  residing  in  Tynemouth  who  are  on  licence  from  Prudlioe 
and  Monkton  Hospital  are  visited  hy  the  Hospital’s  Welfare  Officer. 

A  highly  satisfactory  degree  of  co-operation  exists  between  Prudhoe 
and  Monkton  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital,  to  which  most  of  the  Tyne¬ 
mouth  cases  requiring  institutional  care  are  admitted,  and  the  medical 
and  lay  officers  of  the  Local  Mental  Health  Author  it  3c  Close  liaison  also 
has  been  estaolished  between  the  medical  officers  of  Preston  Hospital, 
North  Shields,  who  deal  witli  lunacy  and  mental  treatment  cases,  and 
the  duly  authorised  officers.

Training  of  Mental  Health  Workers. 

No  special  arrangements  have  yet  been  initiated  for  the  training  of 
Mental  Health  Workers. 

Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community  under  Section  28  of  the  National

No  occupation  centre  for  the  training  of  mental  defectives  has  yet 
been  established  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Section  28  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  but  instruction  in  simple  handicrafts 
is  available  at  the  Welfare  Department,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  14 

defectives  were  enrolled  for  this  purpose. 
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LUNACY  AND  MENTAL  TREATMENT  ACTS. 

Out  of  a  total  of  157  cases  dealt  with  by  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers 
during  the  year,  112  were  admitted  to  Preston  Hospital,  4  were  admittel 
directly  to  St.  George’s  Mental  Hospital,  Morpeth,  as  certified  patien+s, 
and  3  voluntarily. 

In  41  cases,  no  action  was  necessary  under  the  Lunacy  Acts. 

Of  the  1 12  cases  admitted  to  Preston  Hospital,  39  were  subsequently 
certified  and  transferred  therefrom  to  St.  George’s  Hospital,  Morpeth, 
20  were  discharged  home,  6  were  transferred  to  Part  HI  accommodation 
(National  Assistance  Act,  1948),  33  entered  St.  George’s  Hospital,  Morpeth, 
as  voluntary  patients,  6  died  in  hospital,  2  were  transferred  to  chronic 
sick  beds  5  were  received  into  the  custody  of  the  Police,  and  1  admitted 
to  St.  George’s  Hospital,  under  the  Mental  Treatment  Act. 

Work  Undertaken  in  the  Community  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 

1913—1938. 

Ascertainment  is  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  Tynemouth 
Education  Authority  and  general  practitioners.  New  cases  are  referred 
to  Dr.  McCoull  for  specialist  diagnosis.  The  number  of  defectives  admitted 
to  hospital  during  the  year  was  8. 

8  cases  were  ascertained  as  "subject  to  be  dealt  with’’  and  placed 
under  statutory  supervision. 

126  cases  were  under  supervision,  which  is  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visitors.

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THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Minister  of  Health  having  requested  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
to  include  in  their  Annual  Reports  for  1958,  a  brief  general  view  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  local  health  services  have  operated  in  relation  to 
those  administered  by  bodies  other  than  local  authorities  during  the 
first  ten  years  of  the  service,  it  is  with  satisfaction  that  it  may  be  recorded 
that  the  excellent  measure  of  co-ordination  and  co-operation  between  the 
local  units  of  the  National  Health  Service,  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952,  has  continued  uninterruptedly 
during  the  intervening  years.  The  principle  factors  in  the  promotion 
of  these  desiderata  are  the  substantial  representation  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  by  members  of  its  Health  Committee  on  both  the  Tynemouth 
Local  Executive  Council  and  the  South  East  Northumberland 
Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the  friendly  personal  relationships 
which  exist  between  the  officers  and  staffs  of  the  three  administrative 
units. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  member  of  the  Local  Executive 
Council,  the  Local  Medical  Committee,  the  Hospital  Medical  Advisory 
Committee  and  attends  the  meetings  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospi¬ 
tals  Sub-Committee  (Hospital  Management  Committee) . 

The  Local  Health  Authority  enjoys  the  assistance  of  consultants 
in  the  discharge  of  its  obligations  in  relation  to  tuberculosis  and  mental 
subnormality,  by  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  There 
are  no  obstacles  to  the  ready  reference  of  paediatric,  ear,  nose,  and  throat 
cases,  etc.,  to  consultants  in  the  local  hospitals. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Local  Executive  Council 
for  the  provision  of  the  services  of  two  ophthalmic  surgeons  on  its  list 
to  conduct  refraction  clinics  for  children  of  both  school  and  pre-school 
age. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  local  health  authority  provides  the  services 
of  health  visitors  for  cases  under  the  care  of  general  medical  practition¬ 
ers  when  requested  to  do  so,  nursing  staff  to  assist  at  the  chest  clinic,  and 
a  health  visitor  to  carry  out  contact  tracing  in  relation  to  the  clinic 
for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  established  at  a  local  hospital. 

The  Maternity  and  Child' Welfare  Officer  of  the  local  authority  pays 
regular  visits  to  the  Premature  Infant  Unit  and  Paediatric  Unit  of 
Preston  Hospital. 

No  alteration  or  elaboration  of  the  local  authority’s  health  services 
is  carried  out  without  consultation  with  or  notification  of  the  general 
medical  practitioners  or  the  hospital  medical  staff,  if  it  is  considered 
relevant  to  do  so.

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WATER. 

General  Domestic  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  County  Borough 
of  Tynemouth,  is  provided  by  the  water  undertaking  of  the  Local 
Authority,  which  is  also  responsible  for  supplying  water  to  several  other 
areas  in  South  East  Northumberland. 

The  water  is  derived  from  four  sources,  namely,  an  upland  surface 
catchment  area  (Fontburn),  springs  in  the  same  district,  an  appreciable 
quantity  from  the  system  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Com¬ 
pany,  and  water  extracted  from  the  River  Wansbeck  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  village  of  Mitford.  During  the  year  under  review  the  proportions 
from  each  of  these  supplies  may  be  expressed  approximately  in  the 
following  percentages,  Fontburn  52%  ;  Springs  19%  ;  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company  14%  ;  Wansbeck  15%. 

Distribution  throughout  the  Borough  is  achieved  through  four 
covered  service  reservoirs. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  water  derived  from  various  points 
of  the  Corporation’s  water  undertaking  throughout  the  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  bacteriological  examination  was  235.  Of  these,  102  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  piped  supplies,  service  reservoirs  and  gravitation  mains 
within  the  County  Borough.  A  further  33  were  of  raw  water.  The 
remainder  had  their  origin  at  various  points  located  in  that  part  of 
South  East  Northumberland  supplied  by  the  Tynemouth  Water  Depart¬ 
ment.

Of  the  21,741  households  in  the  Borough,  it  is  estimated  that  18,521 
have  an  independent  internal  piped  water  supply,  whilst  the  remaining 
3,220  are  dependent  upon  shared  taps  or  taps  in  yards,  etc.  During  the 
year  181  new  installations  were  completed  under  Public  Health  Notices. 

Swimming  Baths.  There  is  a  large  open-air  swimming  pool,  situated 
at  the  South  end  of  Tynemouth  Tong  Sands,  and  in  addition,  there  is  an 
open-air  swimming  bath  at  Hawkey's  Lane,  North  Shields.  The  former  is 
filled  with  salt  water,  while  the  latter  derives  its  supply  from  the  Tyne¬ 
mouth  Corporation  water  undertaking.  Both  are  open  for  the  summer 
season  only.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  are  used  at  both 
pools,  the  amount  of  free  chlorine  present  in  the  water  being  estimated 
daily,  during  the  season.  Bacteriological  examinations  and  chemical 
analyses  of  samples  of  these  waters  were  satisfactory.

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  34(1)  factories  of  certain  categories 
are  required  to  be  certified  by  the  Council  as  having  adequate  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  Five  certificates  were  approved  during  the 
year. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were  34  premises  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  inspected  regulaily.  No  notices  were  served  during  the 
year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  (P.H.  Act,  1936,  Sec.  269). 

During  the  year  51  visits  were  made  to  the  two  sites  in  the  Borough 
housing  7  Caravans.  All  are  on  a  yearly  Idcence. 
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SHOPS  ACT,  1950  (Section  38). 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  551  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  sanitary  conveniences  and  other  arrangements  for  the  welfare 
of  the  assistants.  There  were  no  notices  served  during  the  year.

Borough. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

During  the  year  2,076  premises  were  surveyed,  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  rat  infestations  ;  business  premises  with  a  high  risk  of 
infestation  receiving  special  attention.  Notices  were  served  with  success¬ 
ful  results  in  certain  difficult  cases.  The  remedy  of  drainage  and  struc¬ 
tural  defects  together  with  the  use  of  traps,  poison  baits,  etc.,  resulted  in 
the  majority  of  the  premises  being  cleared.  All  work  was  carried  out  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  with  the  help  of  two  trained  operators  from 
the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

Two  Partial  Maintenance  treatments  of  the  Sewers  were  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Infestation  Control  Divis¬ 
ion  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  This  consisted  of  two 
days  pre-bait,  one  day  poison  bait  and  a  final  da^^’s  visit  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  bait  consumed.  The  estimated  kill  for  both  treatments  was 
9,620  rats. 

One  Block  Control  treatment  to  Fish  Quay  premises  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  resulted  in  a  calculated  kill  of  412  rats. 

During  the  year,  privately  owned  and  Corporation  properties, 
including  tips,  were  treated  by  the  Corporation,  whilst  at  certain  privatel}^ 
owned  works  and  other  premises,  treatment  was  carried  out  either  by 
direct  labour  or  by  servicing  firms.  Farms  and  small  holdings  have  also 
received  attention.

Dwellinghouses  were  sprayed  with  insecticide  after  preparation 
of  rooms,  e.g.,  stripping  off  wallpaper  and  removing  skirting  boards, 
etc.  Infested  bedding  was  de-infested  by  steam  disinfection. 

The  dwellings,  furniture  and  effects  of  all  prospective  Corpora¬ 
tion  tenants  are  inspected  for  evidence  of  vermin,  and  freed  before 
removal  to  Corporation  Houses,  by  a  six  hour  concentrated  fumigation 
with  Sulphur  Dioxide  (2.8%  S.O.j)  ;  the  gas  being  kept  circulating 
by  means  of  electric  fans. 

All  deinfestation  is  carried  out  by  experienced  men  employed 
directly  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Deinfestation  of  privately  owned  and  occupied  property  is  not 
carried  out  by  the  Department.  The  services  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector 
are  given  in  an  advisory  capacity,  sprays  being  loaned  free  of  charge, 
and  insecticide  sold  at  cost  price.

SEAMEN’S  LODGING  HOUSES.

Whilst  the  degree  of  overcrowding  on  Corporation  properties  appears 
j-o  be  high  in  relation  to  the  total  overcrowded  properties  in  the  Borough, 
jt  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  higher  standard  is  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
for  Corporation  properties  than  that  which  is  observed  for  private  dwel¬ 
lings.

The  producers  of  unsatisfactory  samples  in  this  area  were  visited 
cautioned  and  given  advice,  whilst  those  outside  the  area  were  notified 
together  with  the  Local  Authorities  concerned. 


ICE-CREAM. 

There  are  9  producers  in  the  Borough.  Equipment  has  now  been 
modernised,  and  all  ice-cream  is  produced  in  accordance  with  the  Ice-

Fourteen  samples  were  subjected  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test 
similar  to  that  applied  to  Milk  samples.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Ministry 
that  over  any  six  months  period  50%  of  vendors’  samples  should  fall 
into  Grade  1  ;  80%  into  Grades  1  or  2  ;  and  not  more  than  20%  into 
Grade  3  ;  and  none  at  all  in  Grade  4.

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The  Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Order,  1953,  which  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  June,  1953,  requires  that  ice-cream  shall  contain  certain 
minimum  quantities  of  fat,  sugar  and  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Four 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.

Regulations  made  under  these  Acts  are  in  force,  and  no  persons  are 
permitted  to  use  premises  for  the  preparation  of  cooked  or  preserved 
foods  unless  they  are  registered  by  the  Local  Authority,  who  have  power 
to  refuse  registration  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  premises  are  unsatisfactory. 

There  were  298  persons  in  the  Borough  registered  as  occupiers  of 
premises  in  which  Ice-Cream  is  sold  or  manufactured.  143  persons 
are  registered  as  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  in  which  Preserved 
Meat,  Fish  Cakes,  or  other  foods  are  prepared  and  sold.

Plant. 


Recording  Apparatus  (Smoke  Filter  and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide) 

The  above  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Offices 
on  20th  January,  1958. 

During  each  period  of  24  hours,  about  60  cu.  ft.  of  air  from  outside 
the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump,  through  a  piece 
of  white  filter  paper,  and  then  through  two  bubbling  tubes,  containing 
diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter 
paper  and  form  a  stain,  which  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry 
and  other  combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 

The  weight  of  material  caught,  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain 
with  a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated,  by  matching 
with  weighted  stains.  The  amount  is  expressed  in  milligrams  of  smoke 
particles  per  100  cubic  metres  of  air. 

(28,349  milligrams^!  ounce;  1  cubic  metre -- 35.317  cubic  feet). 

Sulphur  Dioxide  in  the  air,  reacts  with  the  Hydrogen  Peroxide,  to 
form  dilute  Sulphuric  Acid,  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily  by 
titration  with  standard  Alkali.  From  this,  the  amount  of  .Sulphur 
Dioxide  in  parts  per  100  million  parts  of  air  (by  volume)  is  calculated. 


Smoke  Observation 

Ninety-Four  smoke  observations  were  conducted  during  the  year 
and  30  visits  were  made  to  inspect  Boiler  Plant. 


Building  Bye-laws 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Local  Authority  to  adopt  Building 
Bye-Laws  for  preventing  Smoke  under  Section  61  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  This  was  approved 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  came  into  force  on  the  1st  of  June,  1958.
